THE BEHRI.NG'S SEA SEIZURES. 

The Uepartnient of State UiiolUcially Advised 
of the .Hi'iilcra' Claim. 

W.-iSlllNi.rri).N, ,lati -1, — The Deiiiirtnient 
of State ia uiiotlicially advised that the 
ovvners of the British vessels seized in

Incendiarism at the Uusniopulltau Hutelani^. 
near FUlbaraonic Hall— A Burning Olilm- 
ney at Bpencer'ta Arcad<a CanBeti a Hubbub. 

The full stall' of the lire department 
was retained on duty last night. There 
was il lierce gale of wind blowing, and if 
a lire Heciiia.>,d any kind of a start il must 
have rc.'uilled disa.st rou.sly. There were 
three alarms before midnight, but luckily 
Ihe two lirsl were siippressej, and the 
third proved to bo a chimney on lire. In 
each case tho departmont responded with 
alacrity.

The alarm of lire which was sounded at 

o'clock svas caused by wdiat, 011 investi- 
gation, proved to bo one of the most de- 
liberate atteniiita at incendiarism which 
has como Lo light in this city. About the 
time named a young man named Boegan 
noticed tho blazo in the rear of the va- 
cant Cosmopolitan hotel building, coiner 
of I''. Ill and Douglas streets. In a second 
the entire building seemed to be .a mass 
of llanie. The alarm was quickly given 
and the lircmeii were soon on the sjiot. 
Chief Deasy and Uflicer Robb broke into 
the backyard of the hotel, and found a 
small shed adjoining ill a bluzc, and by 
the smell clearly indicating that co.al oil 
was burning. From a corner of the shed 
where the greatest amount of lire was 
Ihe Iw.i riked a bundle of old 
r.ags slioiiLdy iiiipregnat ed with kerosene. 

1 laving o\t iiigiiished the butuUe of rags 
a few hands full of snow put out the lire 
in the shed. .V search was then made and re- 
vealed the fact that one end of the shed had 
been soaked with coal oil: the bottle from 
which it had been poured was also found 
ini the lloiir.
